celeriry finiſht his bridge of boars and plancks

was the firſt Man thar led the reſt over, and 
then went back himſelf and rais'd a Battery of 


' great guns againſt the Fort-r03al on the South- 


{1de the City. ; 
His Majeſty being return d from, Potck bridge, 


march d, with the Duke of Buckingham and 


ſome of His Cavalry, through the Cicy, and 
out at Sudbury gate by the Fort-r0jal, where 
the Rebels great-ſhot came frequently neer 
His Sacred Perſon. 1. 
By this time Cromwell was got to an 


advantageous Poſt ar Perry wood within a 
' mile of the Ciry , ſwelling with pride and 


confident in the numbers of his men; bur 
Duke Hamilton (formerly Lord Lanerick, )with 
his own Troop and {ome Highlanders, Sir 
Alexander Forbus with his. Regiment of Foor, 
and divers Engliſh Lords and Gentlemen yo- 
luntiers, by His Majefties command and en- 
couragement, engaged him , and did great 
execution upon his beſt men, forced the great 
Sultan (as the Rhodians in like caſe did the 
Turk) to retreat with his Fanizaries, and were 
once Maſters of his great Guns, _ 
Here Hi Majeſty gave an incomparable Ex- 


ample of valor to the reſt, by charging in 


Perſon, which rhe Hrgh- landers eſpecially 
imitared in a great meaſure, fighting with 
= Þ the

the bur- ends of their muskets, when. their 
Ammunition was ſpent ; bur new Supplies 


of Rebels being continually poured upon 


them, and the Scorch Horte nor cominy up 


in due time from the Town to His Majeſties 
relief, His Army was forced to retreat in ar 
Sudbury gate in much ditorder, 

In this Action Dake Hamilton (who foughr 
valiantly) was mortally wounded, of which 
he dyea within few days ;Sir Fohz Donels alſo 
received his deaths wound, and Sir Alexander 
Forbus was Shot through both the calves of 
his legs, lay in the wood all night, and was 
Pony a aan ro Worceſter The NERC 

ay. 

The Rebels in this Encounter had great 
advantage as well in their numbers, as by 
fighting | both with horſe and foor, againſt Hs 
Fajeſtics foot. only, the greateſt part of His 
horſe being wedg'd up in the Town ; and 
when the toot were defeated, a part of Hzrs 


_ Majeſties horſe afterwards fought againſt both 


the Enemies horſe and foot, upon g great all- 
adyantage. - 
Ar Sudbury gate a Cart loaden with Ammu- 


' nition was overchrown, and lay croſs the paſ- 


ſage of the gate, (0 char 26s Majeſty could not 
ride into he Town,bur was forc'd to diſmount 
and come in on foot. 

In 
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 Inthe Friers fireet, His Majeſty put off his 
| Armor,(which was heayy and troubleſome to 
| him) and took a freſh horſe, and then percei- 
ving many of His Foot- ſouldiers begin to 
| throw down their Arms and decline fight- 
' ing ; H#is Majeſty rod up and down among 
| them, ſomerimes with his hat in his hand, 

| entreating them to ſtand to their Arm's and 
fight like Men, other whiles encouraging 
| them; bur lecing himſelf not able to prevai), 

| ſaid, 7 had rather you world ſhoot me, then keep 
| me hive to ſee the ſad conſequences of this 
| fatal day : Such was the magnaminity ot this 

Prophetique K'ing, © 

During this hot Engagement at Perry-wood 
and Red-hil, the Rebels on the: orher. fide the 
Water poſleſs'd themſelves of S. Fohns, and 
thoſe of Hs Majeſties Army that were there, 
wichour any great reſiſtance laid down their 
Arms and ſubmitted to mercy. 

When ſome of the Enemy were entred, 
and entring the Town both at the Key, Cal: 
| hill, and Sudbury '2 ate, without any Conditi- 
| ons; Th Earl of Elevolind, Sir Fames Hamil- 
| ton, Col, William Carlis (then Major to the 
Lord T albot) Capt. Tho. Hornyold, Capt. Tho: 
Giffard, and Cave; Richard Kemble, (Captain 
Lieurenant to the Lord Talbot) rallied what 
force they could (though inconſiderable to 


the 
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the Rebels numbers ,) and Charg d the Ene- 
my very gallantly at Sudbury gate and in the | 


Street of that name : Here Sir Fames and 
Capt. Kemble were deſperately wounded, and 
ke ſlain; yet chis Action did much ſecure 
Bis Majeſties march out at S. Martins gate, 
who had otherwiſe been in danger of being 
taken in the Town. 

About the ſame time Colonel Henan 


witha Party of Scots maintain'd the Caſtle hill 
- with much reſolucion, rill ſach time as Con- 


ditions were aZreed on for Quarter ; So that 
the Rebels, having 2t laſt ſubdued all their 
opponents, fell tro Plundring the City unmer- 
citully , few or none of the Citizens eſca- 
ping, bur ſuch as' were SeQaries and of their 
Party. 

When Hs Majeſty ſaw no hope of Rally- 
ing His thus diſcomficed foot, He march'd 
out of Worceſter at S. Martins gate, about fix 
of the Clock in the evening with his main 
Body of horſe, as then commanded by Gene- 
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ral David Leſley, but were now in ſome con- 


fuſion. 


The Foot conſiſtins moſt of Scets were " |

moſt-all either {lain or taken, and ſuch of 
chem (who! in the Battle eſcaped death,) liv'd 
longer to dye for the moſt parc more miſera- 
bly; 3 many of them being afterwards knock'd_ 
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Whereupon His Majeſty, by adviſe of His 
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o'the head by Country people, ſome bought 


and ſold like flaves for a {mall- price, others 


went begging up and down, till Chariry failing 
them, their neceſſities broughe upon them dt- 
ſeafes, and diſeaſes death. 

Before His Majeſty was come to Barbon's 
bridge, about half a mile our of Worceſter, He 
made ſeveral Stands, taced abour and deſired 
the Duke of Buckingham, Lordyvilmet,and other 
of His Commanders, that they might rally 
and try the fortune of War once more.

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- means of conveiance beyond ſea, 1f rhe 
thought fit. However His Majeſty coricluded, 
that it ic ſhould pleaſe God eyer to reſtore him | 
to the Government of His Dominions, He 
. ſhould not be unmindful of their civilities and 
fidelity co Him. Thus gratetul was this Ex- 
cellent King, for even that which was every 
good ſubjects duty, and thus (ollicicons (in
